On a Tally-Ho Between St. Louis 
and the East Side. 


Today one may go coaching for 8 cents. 
The ride will be nearly a mile, the scenery 
superb and the gait fast. The Interstate 
Transit Co. has vut a tallyho in commis- 
sion, running between East St. Louis and 
the 194 city. The vehicle is called the 
‘29th Century Brake.” It seats 12 passen- 


gers and will carry 4000 pounds up a 25 per 
cent grade. The brake is propelled by a 
gasoline engine and eight gallons of the 
fluid will propel the machine 75 miles, at a 
cost of 8% cents. 

This tallyho can run at the rate of 20 
miles an hour on a country road. It has 1% 
horse power and by using a low grade of 
gasoline the owner of this kind of tallyho 
can run about the country at the cost of 

The machine costs $2750. 
about 1 cent a mile. 

Mr. VU. G. Roberts of a Cleveland, Ohio, 
motor firm has been running this machine, 


which represents the highest type of up- 
to-date autos in East t. Louis, for the 
ast week. He has demonstrated its worth 

o the Interstate Transit Co., and they 
purchased the machine.

Despite the predictions of the soothsayers 
to the contrary, and the fear of the people 
that the King would not be able to under- 
@o the ceremony, it took place just as ar- 
fanged, and nothing occurred to mar the 
ceremony. 

The news of the crowning was announced 
By an official outside the abbey. It was re- 
peated by signal through London, and was 
received with cheers, which spread through- 
out the stands and crowds far up the 
etreets, as the bells pealed joyfully. 

Though the ceremony was bereft of some 
of the elaboration and pageantry originally 
contemplated, it lacked little in the way of 
spectacular perfection. The whole cere- 
monial was of magnificent decorative char- 
acter and presented a constantly changing 
Panorama, round the two central figures, 
enthroned in their robes of velvet, ermine 
@nd cloth-of-gold, amidst the distinguished 
@esemblage of actors, the fulfillment of 
whose various roles necessitated fonstant 
movement. Each stage of the ceremony, 
with its old world usages, furnished its 
quota of interest, while the interior of the 
noble church, filled as it was with officiat- 
ing prelates in varicolored capes, wiih 
princes and diplomats, officers in gold-laced 
uniforms, with heralds, pursuivants and 
other officers of. state in meadieval cos- 
tumes, with peers and peeresses in rich 
robes, with oriental potentates in many- 
hued raiment, with - en of all types and all 
Shades of complexion from distant pvints 
of the new-crowned monarch’s empire, with 
{ts dazzling display of jewels and wealili of 
color, presented a picture which in ‘ts com- 
bined brilliancy and distinction has seldom

The colonial premiers 
arid the privy councillors were warmly wel- 
comed, the Fijians, in petticoats, were the 
center of much interest, and a red Indian 
chief, in his native costume, feathers and 
blanket, decorated with the customary mir- 
rors, caused the most lively amusement. 
THE MARCH BEGINS. 

As the hour approached for~-the depart- 
ure of the royal procession, excitement 
about Buckingham palace was most 
marked. Punctual to time the advance 
guard of the royal cavalcade issued from 
the archway, the horses of the troopers 
curvetting nervously as they faced the 
wall of humanity that cheered thelr com- 


ng. 
Shortly afterward came the Prince and 
Princess of Wales’ procession, and finally, 
within a few minutes, their majesties’ 
state coach appeared at the gateway and 
the King and Queen smiled and bowed 
in response to the mighty roar of cheers 
that dwarfed all previous welcomes. The 
scene in the vicinity was remarkable. On 
the roof of the poiace were perched a 
number of fashionably dressed ladies, mem- 
bers of the household, and their cheers 
with the fluttering of their handkerchiefs 
as the King and Queen entered the royal 
coach, gave the signal for the deafeuin 
laudits of the populace which greete 
heir majesties as they emerged from the 
gates. Te ovation was taken up by tne 
crowds which thronged the Mall and was 
repeatedly acknowledged by the occupants 
of the state coach. 


THE KING LOOKED PALE. 
The King looked pale and rather fine 
drawn and was by no means as brown and 


robust as previous reports had led one to 
expect, and while punctiliously bowing from 
side to side, he did so with a gravity very 
unusual to him. 

He seemed to sit rather far back in the 
carriage and moved his body very little. His 
curious crimson robes and cap, simply a 
band of ermine with a crimson velvet top, 
doubtless gave him the unusual appear- 


ance, 
The Queen, beside him, was radiant. She 


never looked better. The cheers which 

greeted the pair were loud and unmistak- 

ably genuine, and very different from the 

perfunctory applause which usually greets 

gne appearance of members of the royal 
v 


The three processions to the abbey were 
carried out according to program and the 
only striking features of the Arst two were 
the gorgeous state carriages and the beau- 
tiful trappings and horses. 

The crowd paid but little attention to the 
occupants of the vehicles. 

In the Jast carriage of the first proces- 
sion sat Prince Henry of Prussia, on the 
back seat, but he was so occupied with 
talking to the ‘Duke of Sparta that he 
seemed not to notice the crowd. The 
Prince of Wales also seemed very indiffer- 
ent and stolid, but the Princess of Wales 
bowed and smiled constantly. 

It was not till the King’s procession 
came that there was any show of enthu- 
siasm. Lord Kitchener, Admiral Seymour 
and Gen. Gaselee, as they rode together, 
of course came in for much attention, but 
they all seemed to look straight ahead and 
pay little attention to the people along the 
route. . Lord Kitchener, in the resplendent 
full dress uniform of a general, also looked 
unfamiliar, and many persons did not rec- 
ognize him. The Indians were undoubtedly 
the most picturesque feature of the proces- 
sion, while the state coach of the King, 
drawn by the fat Hanoverian horses whic 
figured in all of the late Queen Victoria's 

rocessions, séemed much more like fairy- 
and than usual. 


A CONTINUOUS TRIUMPH. 

The progress of the royal cortege was 
marked by no special incident with the ex- 
ception of an accident to Lom Edward 
Pelham Clinton, one of the grooms-in- 
waiting. 

It was a continued triumph, and reached 
its climax on the arrival at the abbey, 
where there was a scene of unparalleled 
enthusiasm which did not cease until their 
majesties disappeared in the annex. The 
accident to Lord Pelham Clinton: created 
considerable excitement in the Mall. 

The groom-in-waiting, in a closed car- 
riage, was pasing York Steps when his con- 
veyance collided with another rcyal car- 
riage going at high speed in an opposite 
direction. 

The horses fell, and there appeared to be 
a bad mixup. The police extricated the 
teams with some difficulty, and Lord Pel- 
ham Clinton, who was only siightly hurt, 


proceeded. 
SCENE IN THE ABBEY. 

In Westminster Abbey the doors of that 
edifice were scarcely opened, and the gold 
sticks and ushers had barely found their 
stations before the seats began to fill. 
Peers and peeresses swept up the nave, 
their scarlet and ermine making vivid 
contrasts with the deep blue of the carpet. 
As they arrived before the thrones they 
separated, the peers going to the right and 
the peeresses to the left. 

Even when practically empty, the abbey 
presented an interesting, picturesque ef- 
fect, the oddest feature of which consisted 
in every seat being practically covered by 
a large, white official pregram, in the cen- 
ter of which was placed a small, deep red 
book of service. Without the tapestries or 
light furnishings of tiers upon tiers of 
seats which rose 50 feet high, the combi- 
nation of white and red programs by it- 
self produced a gala effect. The prelimi- 
nary eulogies of the decorative arrange- 
ments were not overstated. The entire 
scheme had been@carried out harmoniously, 
and even the stands did not seem out of 
place 

A peculiarly beautiful-effect was present- 
ed by the King’s and Queen’s boxes, com- 
prising half a dozen rows of chairs in white 
eatin relieved only by the crimson of the 
seats. Beyond the structural decorations 
for the seating of the spectators there was 
little attempt at any display, and the old

In stalls within, with the other am- 
bassadors, were the United States ambassa- 
dor, Joseph H. Choate, and Mrs. Choate and 
many officials. 


WAITING FOR THE KING. 
During the long wait Edwin A. Abbey, 


the American artist, who was commis- 
sioned to paint the coronation scene in the 
abbey and who wore court uniform, took 
careful note of the surroundings for the 
historic picture ordered by the King. 

The peeresses took advantage of the long 
interval to stroll up and down, but the peers 
sat stolidly awaiting the arrival of the sov- 
ereign, their ermine caps presented a solid 
mass of white. 

After 10 o'clock the organ and band 
played, while the spectators, many of whom 
showed signs of sleepiness, chatted or 
swept with their glasses what portions of 
the abbey they could see from their seats. 

The ceremonies commenced with the re- 
consecration of the regalia. The proces- 
sion of clergy with the regalia then pro- 
ceeded from the altar to the annex, all 
present standing up and the choir singing, 

‘O, , Our Help in Ages Past.” Pre- 
ceding the regalia came the boys of West- 
minster Abbey, followed by the children 
of the chapel royal and the choir in royal 
uniforms. 

The Duke of Connaught took his place 
beside the Prince of Wales in the abbey 
as — procession entered, bowing as he 

assed the prince. 

P The Archbishop of Canterbury took his 
sat in front of the coronation chair, and 
the Earl of Halsbury, the lord, high chan- 
cellor, seated himself by his side. Several 
minutes elapsed, however, before the Kin 
and Queen came in sight of those gather 
about the throne. 


“THE QUEEN—THE KING.” 
Suddenly~‘Vivat Alexandra’ was shout- 


ed by the boys of Westminster and the 
Queen, walking slowly to the left of the 
throne, gained her chair and knelt at a 
silken prie dieu, her magnificent train of 
cloth-of-gold being lifted out of her way 
by six scarlet-coated pages. 

Two or three minutes later came the

After. removing his somewhat unbecom- 
ing cap, his majesty stood up and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, in a trembling 
voice, read the Recognition, beginning: , 

“Sirs, I here present unto you King Eé- 
ward, the undoubted King of this realm, 
etc. There was a hoarse shout and the 
blending of the choir and the people, wom- 
en and men, in the cry: “God save Kin 
“dward.” Several times this was repeat 
and the abbey rang with loud fanfares. 

Again the King and Queen knelt and the 
Archbishop of Ranterbury walked to the 
altar an commenced the communion 
While the gospel was being read the King 
stood erect, supported on each side by the 
bishops in the heavily embroidered copes. 
During the singing of the ereed all the 
members of the royal family turned east- 
ward. King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
followed the service carefully, trequently 
looking at the copis of the service whic 
they held in their hands. 


KING TAKES THE OATH.

He diu not advance to .he altar, 
but sat in the chair he had occupied since 
the service began. 

While the choir sang ‘‘Come, H>ly Ghost 
Our Souls Inspire.’ the King remained 
seated and the Queen stood up. 


After the archbishop’s anointing prayer 
a gold canopy was brought over the 
King's chair and his majesty divested him- 
self of his outer robe and then walked to 
the ancient chair, while the choir sang 
Seadok’s anthem. The _  anointin cere- 
mony was scarcely seen, owing to the can- 
opy. The spectators were just able to 
discern the Archbishop of Canterbury's 
motions. 

After. the prayer the King donned the 
colobilum sindonis, then resumed his seat, 
and from a scarlet, silken roll on which 
the prayers were rinted in large type 
and which was held by the Dean of West- 
minster, the Archbishop of Canterbury 
read the prayers and delivered the sword 
to the King, who did not go to the altar, 
the sword being taken to him by the Dean 
of Westminster while his majesty remained 
standing. 

The armilla and the orb were then de- 
livered to the King, according to the pro- 


gram. ‘ 

When the King held out his hand for the 
ring, the Archbishop of Canterbury had 
difficulty in finding it. but finally, with 
trembling hands, he placed it on the tip 
of his majesty’s finger, reading the prayer 
eimuitancousty, the King himself com- 
pleting the process of putting on the ring 
as he withdrew his hand. 


THE KING IS CROWNED. 

Then came the climax of the ceremonies— 
the crowning of the King. 

The archbishop had difficulty, owing to 
nearsightedness, in placing the crown on 
the King’s head. 

In fact, the choir started “God Save the 


King’’ while the archbishop of Canterbury 
was still striving to place the crown on the 
ruler’s head and a great shout went up and 
the electric lights were turned on. 

As the acclamations died away the clang- 
ing joy-bells, the noise of guns and the 
shouting of peters outside penetrated into 
the abbey, where the King still sat, motion- 
less, his mig cer | crown on his head and 
his scepter held firmly in his hand. 

After singing ‘‘Be Strong and Play the 
Man” and the Bible having been presented, 
the King advanced and knelt while he re- 
ceived the benediction. 

The King then walked to the grexrt 
throne, where he stood on the dais for the 
first time, surrounded by nobles. The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury followed, the# King 
being obliged to stand while awaiting the 
arrival ‘of the arcaperee. 

Having placed the ing into his new 
throne. the archbishop knelt and paid 
ry the aged prelate scarcely being 
able to rise until the King assisted him 
and himself raised the archbishop’s hands 
from the steps of the throne. 

The archbishop, who seemed to be tn a 
faint, had to be practically carried to the 
altar. The incident created considerable 
excitement, and several prelates rushed for- 
ward to help the primate. 


KISSED ‘PRINCE OF WALES. 

Ths next person to pay homage to his 
majesty was the Prince of Wales, who knelt 
until King Edward held out his hands, 
which he kissed, after touching the crown 
as a sign of fealty. The Prince of Wales 
then started to return to his seat, when 
the King drew back and put his arms 
around him and kissed him, 

After this the King once more gave the 
rince his hand, this time to shake, and the 
earty vigor of King Hdward's rasp 
showed that his hand at any rate had not 
lost its strength. 

The Duke of Norfolk, as earl marshal, 
accompanied by representatives of each 
grade of the nobility, read the oath be- 
ginning: 

“I, the Duke, Earl,” etc., “do become 
your liege man of life and limb,"’ etc. Re- 
spective representatives next touched the 
crown and kissed the King’s cheek, the 
Duke of Norfolk being the only peer to 
read the oath. This portion of the service 
was considerably shortened. 


CROWNING THE QUEEN. 

The Queen then rose, and, accompanied 
by her entourage, proceeded to the altar 
steps, where, under a pall of cloth-df-gold, 
she was quickly crowned by the Archbish- 
op of York, supported by the bishops. She 
was then led to the throne beside that in 
wbich the King sat, and her enthroniza- 


tion was accomplished. 
The Queen bowed to King Edward, and

RETURN TO THE PALACE. 
The departure of the King and Queen 
from the abbey was signaled by another

Save the King.” The entire route of their 
majesties’ return to the palace was marked 
by scenes of enthusiasm similar to those 
which greeted their progress to the abbey, 
the more circuitous route through Club- 
land and Constitution Hill giving the hun- 
dreds of thousands ef persons occupying 
the stands, windows and roofs an opportu- 
nity of greeting the new-crowned Kine and 
his consort before they re-entered Bucking- 
ham Palace, which tthey did in the midst 
of remarkable scenes of enthusiasm, the 
entire crowd from Constitution Hill down- 
aca joining in singing the national an- 
em. 

Shortly after the return of the King and 
Queen to the palace it was officially an- 
nounced from there that the King had 
borne the ceremony well and that they 
had suffered in no way from fatigue, and 
this was confirmed by the presence of the 
King himself, when, in response to the 
repeated plaudits of the crowds, his majes- 
YY. accompanied by the Queen, appeared on 
the balcony in their robes and crowns. The 
faces of both were suffused with smiles as 
they bowed repeatedly their recognition of 
the warmth of the applause.

With the police and health department working to- 
gether under the supervision of the mayor and aided by prose- 
cuting officers we may expect good results.

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CUBA'S DEBT, 


The proposed Cuban loan is giving the politicians considerable 
anxiety because it brings up sharply the question of applying 
the so-called Platt amendment. In other words, the President 
must decide whether the right,of intervention conceded by the 
Cubans shall be exercised in this emergency. 

The bill passed by the Cuban Senate authorizes the President 
of Cuba to negotiate a loan of $35,000,000, and specifies the objects 
upon which the money shall be expénded. 

Nations which are free and independent can borrow money as 
they please, but Cuba is not free and independent. The “Platt 
amendment” forced upon her against her will and incorporated 
by the Cuban Constitutional Convention in the Cuban Constitu- 
tion makes the republic a helpless dependent in essential particu- 
lars. : 

Article 2 of the amendment provides: 

“That said government shall not assume or contract any public 
debt to pay the interest upon which, and to make reasonable 
'sinking fund provision for the ultimate discharge of which, the 
‘ordinary revenues of the islands, after defraying the current ex- 
'penses of government, sall be inadequate.” 
| Who is the judge? Whg shall say what amount of debt exceeds 
the reasonable limit here indicated? 

The instrument is silent on this, but both Cubans and Ameri- 
cans know who is expected to assume authority—the President 
of the United States. 

In other words, Cuba's entire financial system is subject, practl- 
cally, to American oversight and revision, which amotnts to 
saying that Cuba's independence is a mere,theatrical pretense.

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SAFETY ON ELECTRIC RAILWAYS, 


Electricity is competing with steam to an extent that few per- 
sons who have not watched the development would believe. Scores 
of cities and towns in New England are connected with trolley 
lines. A similar growth is taking place in the West. And the 
latest news, that the New York Central will displace steam: loco- 
motives for electric motors on its main lines within 30 miles 
of New York City, shows ‘the trend of the development in the 
more important direction of equipping all roads with electricity. 

In view of this fact, the record of accidents on electric roads is 
of interest. Since Jan. 1, 1902, 217 persons have been killed and 
772 severely injured by such accidents. The Post-Dispatch has 
pointed out several times that many of these accidents are 
caused by the carelessness in building and equipping electric 
roads, especially in the country districts. Grades are too steep, 
curves too abrupt. switches not well manned, signals few or ab- 
sent, tracks ill-ballasted, and, in general, the precautions used on 
steam roads neglected. Legislatures must see to this, if the pub- 
lic safety is to be secured under the new order of travel. 
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The Washington Post thinks it knows that:‘the Kaiser nurses 
aspirations in connection with South America and the Caribbean 
sea, which some day we shall have'to crush, and that he resents 
the Monroe doctrine and will challenge it at the first promising 
opportunity. Has anybody in the German legation been talking 
to the Post?

He knew it was more fatal than 
consumption to be supernaturally good as 
the boys in the books were; he knew that 
none of them had ever been able to stand 
it long, and it pained him to think that if 
they put him in a book he wouldn’t ever 
see it, or even if they did get the book 
out before he died it wouldn’t be popular 
without any picture of his funeral in the 
back part of it. It couldn’t be much of a 
Sunday school bock that couldn’t tell about 
the advice he gave to the community when 
he was dying. So at last, of course, he 
had to make up his mind to do the best he 
could under the circumstancesto live right, 
and hang on as long as he could, and have 
his dying speech all ready when his time 
came. 

But somehow nothing ever went right 
with this good little boy; nothing ever 
turned out with him the way it turned out 
with the good little boys in the books. They 
always had a good time, and the bad boys 
had the broken iegs; but in his case there 
was a screw loose somewhere, and it all 
happened just the other way. When he 
found Jim Blake stealing apples, and went 
under the tree to read to him about the 
bad little boy who fell out of a neighbor’s 
apple tree ond broke his arm, Jim fell out 
of the tree too, but he fell on HIM, and 
broke HIS arm, and Jim wasn't hurt at all. 
Jacob couldn’t understand that. There 
wasn't anything in the books like it. 
And once, when some bad boys pushed a 
blind man over in the mud, and Jacob ran 
to help him up and receive his biessing, 
the blind man did not give him any bless- 
ing at all, but whacked him over the 
head with hie stick and said he would like 
to catch him shoving HIM again, and 
then pretending to help him up. This was 
not in accordance with any of the books. 
Jacob looked then all over to see. 


One thing that Jacob wanted to do was to 
find a lame dog that hadn't any place to 
stay, and was hungry and persecuted, and 
bring him home and pet him and have that 
dog’s imperishable gratitude. And at last 
he found one and was happy; and he 
brought him home and fed him, but when 
he was going to pet him the dog flew at him 
and tore all the clothes off him except 
those that were in front, and made a spec- 
tacle of him that was astonishing.

HIS WORK IS NOT COMPLETE 


Conservative Papers Say the Changes 
Are a Shuffling Rather Than a 
Strengthening of Ministry. 


LONDON, Aug. 9.—The new cabinet list, 
which involves the resignations of Sir J. 
Gorst, vice-president of the board of edu- 
cation; Lord Raglan, parliamentary secre- 
tary to the war office, and Jesse Collings, 
parliamentary secretary to the home office, 
tends to show that Premier Balfour is ex- 


periencing considerable difficulty and prob- 
ably obstruction as well, in the rearrange- 
ment of the ministry, which evidently is 
still incomplete. 

ere are still many anticipated resigna- 
tions and promotions. With these are con- 
nected the names of the Earl of. Hals- 
bury, Lord George Hamilton, secretary of 
State for India; Viscount Craborne, under- 
secretary to the foreign office; Gerald Bal- 
four, president of the board of trade, and 
others who have not yet been announced. 

The changes the premier has succeeded 
in effecting excite no enthusiasm even in 
his own party. The Daily News dubs it 

Balfour’s Kaleidoscope,”’ and the conserv- 
ative nowspapers are fain to confess that 
the cahinet changes are rather a re-shuf- 
filing than a strengthening of the ministry. 

No striking ability has been introduced 
into the government among the new names. 
The admission of George Wyndham. chief 
Secretary for Lreland, to the cabinet, and 
the appointment of Austin Chamberlain as 
postmaster-zgeneral “ure generally wel- 
comed, but great disappointment is ex- 

ressed on all sides that the Marquis of 

zndonderry, who is thought to have 
proved a failure as postmaster-general, 
should be given the new and important 
post of president of the board of education. 

The disappearan-e of Sir J. Gorst ia rath- 
er regretted and is thought probably to be 
due to his always outspoken criticiems of 
the government.

changes are thought to be safe rather than 
brilliant. 

Perhaps the most remarkable appoint- 
ment fs that of Andrew Bonar Law as 

arliamentary secretary to the board of 
rade. Mr. Law is an iron merchant of 
ar pad and was born in 1858. He is a son 
of the Rev. James Law 6 New Bruns- 
wick. He has only sat in Parliament for 
two years and has only spoken about twice 
since he was elected; t upon these ac- 
casions he revealed great intellectual 
power. He is a man of good business ca- 
pacity, but being only a business man and 
without powerful connections his choice for 
the office allotted him by the Tory premier 
is considered unusual, if not surprising.

The cutting began in the central Illinois 
district this week, although the season 
rarely opens until the middle of this 
month. The brush is not of as good qual- 
ity as was expected. The heavy rains 
have forced the growth and caused the 
trvsh to be stemmy. Lice also are preva- 
lent, and are spoiling the fiber. 

It is said that brush will demand from 
$75 to $100 per ton, and manufacturers are 
of the opinion that the best grade will 
bring $100.
